Milley and Clif¬ 
ford were able to proceed home, 
though their nerves were shaken, 
and Lopichuk was discharged qn 
Monday from hospital, his in¬ 
juries being of a minor nature.

Circumstances Indicate George 
Rizko of Michel Had Fallen! 
From Passenger Train Going 
West. 

An employee of International 
mine working at the coke ovens, 
came across a gruesome sight at 
5 a.m. on Tuesday when proceed¬ 
ing to work, coming across the 
body of George Rizko, 34 years, 
of Michel, where he had lived 
for nine years since coming from 
Poland, where his wife is living. 

The body was badly mutilated, 
his right foot being severed, 
head and back badly gashed, 
and left leg above knee broken, 
besides other body injuries. It 
was judged that he died instant-] 
ly or very shortly afterwards. 

A friend of deceased stated he 
had seen him off at the railway 
station here, after spending most 
of the evehing with him. Albert 
Sapeta, proprietor of Grand 
Union bowling alleys, stated de¬ 
ceased played a game during the 
evening, with John Osenchuk, 
of Coleman. 

L. V. Blanchard, night agent, 
C.P.R., stated that Rizko pur¬ 
chased a ticket to Michel over J 
half an hour before the train was 
due at 1.10 a.m. and asked if he 
might sleep in the waiting room 
till it arrived. He also asked to 
be awakened if he should be 
asleep. The train did not arrive 
till after 1.30 a.m. and Mr- 
Blanchard noticed that Rizko 
got up to go to the train, but in 
attending to his own duties did 
not see him get on. 

Oliver Barringham, taxi dri¬ 
ver, told The Journal that he 
saw Rizko leave the waiting 
room and go towards the head 
end of the train, but did not ac¬ 
tually see him get on. It is pre¬ 
sumed that having slept, he may 
have forgotten he had a ticket, 
and climbed between the tender 
and baggage cars, riding there 
till he fell off west of the Inter¬ 
national mine crossing.

the water flowing from the 
various waterheads of the forest 
reserves, which not only depletes 
very seriously the water flowing 
into the lower levels and irriga¬ 
tions systems, but also depletes 
the bird and animal life of the 
reserves. Streams in which there 
was formerly good fishing are 
now dried up before the end of] 
July. Burnt over forest areas 
contribute to this destructive 
effect. 

Alberta residents and visitors 
cannot be too careful in taking 
precautions against outbreaks. 
The province has the most scenic 
attractions iri Canada in its 
mountain forest reserves, each 
year seeing an increasing num¬ 
ber of people coming long dis¬ 
tances to enjoy the relaxation 
which the national parks and 
forest reserves afford.

The Basic National Problem 


Much food for thought is contained in a series of interviews with lead¬ 
ing citizens scattered across the Dominion on the subject of the five major 
national problems which Canada faces and must solve if recovery from 
depression conditions is to be placed on a firm foundation and made 
permanent, published by the Financial Post during the spring months and 
later reproduced in booklet form. 

The interviewed comprised leaders of great Canadian industries, pub¬ 
lic men, heads of public utilities, ’professors and students of economics, 
leaders in women’s work, prominent journalists, heads of corporations and 
other well known figures in the national realm, both east and west. They 
were asked to name what they considered the five major problems facing 
the country today and their proposed solutions. 

A symposium of these interviews reveals a lack of unanimity, not only 
as to what courses should be pursued to consolidate the gains which have 
been made in the last 18 months to ensure a continued upward trend of the 
national economic graph, but even as to what constitute the paramount 
problems which have to be faced and dealt with. 

Among the interviewed over 20 issues were raised as the most import¬ 
ant impediments to speedy or even complete recovery but it is interesting 
to note that nearly one half rated relief and unemployment as the No. 1 
problem, with the necessity of developing new markets for Canadian com¬ 
modities and services both abroad and at home ranking in second place. 
From that point a wider divergence of opinion as to order of priority is j 
noted on such problems as excessive cost of government, the railway and j 
transportation problem, Canada's international relationships, immigration, j 
public health matters, a renaissance of Christian principles and business 1 
and moral ethics and so on. *

London. — Three left-wing Labor 
members of the House of Commons 
were suspended following a wild up¬ 
roar which arose when several mem¬ 
bers accused Home Secretary Sir | 
John Simon of lying. 

The suspended trio was Geo. ] 
Buchanan, Campbell Stephen and ] 
Jock McGovern, all from Glasgow 
seats and members of the Independ-] 
ent Labor party. In the midst of the ] 
uproar the house was suspended for i 
15 minutes. 

Government supporters filed to the ] 
lobbies amid shouts of “baby starv-1 
ers ’ and “dirty rats.” After the vote ] 
was announced Labor members rose! 
in their seats and sang the “Red! 
Flag.” 

In the midst of the excitement a 
newspaperman dropped dead in the 
press gallery. He was James John- 1 
ston, parliamentary reporter for a 
Midland newspaper. 

Previously McGovern had thrown 
the house into turmoil with the re¬ 
mark: “Why doesn't the king sup¬ 
port his mother? He must be a de¬ 
spicable individual.” The interrup¬ 
tion came when Sir John was dis¬ 
cussing the responsibility of children 
in supporting their parents. 

The suspensions came during an 
extended session of the commons, in 
the course of debate on the govern¬ 
ment’s new unemployment assistance 
regulations. 

Sir John Simon was defending the 
new regulations in face of shouting 
from the opposition benches. Sud- 1 
denly Buchanan rose, his arms 
stretched out, and loudly shouted: j 

“You are not telling the truth; 
you are lying!” 


The deputy speaker immediately 
rose and sternly asked Buchanan to 
withdraw the unparliamentary ex¬ 
pression. Feeling mounted high as 
I Buchanan persisted in his accusation. 
] Amid arising tumult, the fiery mem- 
] ber of the "ginger group” refused 
; several opportunities to withdraw his 
] remark. 

| The deputy speaker then warned 
] Buchanan it would be his duty to 
j “name" him to the house unless he 
j withdrew. Buchanan's face became 
j red and his temper rose as he re- 
j fused again to do so. 

J In accordance with custom in such 
] cases, the deputy speaker then 
j “named the honorable member for 
j Gorbals," following which Sir John 
Simon moved the customary motion 
for suspension. 

At this point an unrestrained up¬ 
roar broke out. 

| Campbell Stephen protested against 
the suspension of Buchanan. He 
, hurled abuse at Conservative mem¬ 
bers. 

“I hope every member of the Labor 
party will refuse to allow this de¬ 
bate t? go on. Why should we listen 
to this liar, deliberately lying?” 
i sa * d Stephen. He cried alternately, 
“That lying scoundrel! That dirty 
little rat!” \ 

Stephen, protesting Buchanan's 
suspension, said he was being punish¬ 
ed by those whom he called “rob¬ 
bers and murderers of the working 
class and the unemployed.” 

| When the uproar showed no sign 
, of subsiding, the deputy speaker 
j suspended the sitting. It had then 
been in progress for more than 27 
I hours without a break.

Citizens are reminded that 
water wastage will increase 
pumping costs, which has an 
effect on the cost of the service 
to every consumer. Even though 
lawns and gardens require more 
water than in a wet season, yet 
it is advisible to avoid absolute 
waste by allowing water to run 
unnecessarily. Avoidable waste 
has been noted in quite a num¬ 
ber of instances, and even though 
the water in the rivers is free, 
it must not be overlooked that 
it costs money to convey it to 
the houses by means of pumping. 

The use of a half inch hose for 
24 hours will take more water 
than would be ordinarily used 
for general household purposes 
in three months. People object 
ed when a hose rate of $5.00 per 
season was collected, yet by 
wasting water they are paving 
the way for this rate to be again 
charged. People must co-oper¬ 
ate with the council if they wish 
to obtain lower water rates.

“I desire to extend heartiest con¬ 
gratulations to the officials and men 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
within whose system is included the 
original line over which the first 
train in Canada made its journey, 
and my cordial greetings to all who 
are engaged In providing for the 
community safe and efficient railway 
service. During the century which 
has elapsed since the first train 
operated between La Prairie and St.
